In  I960  and  1 96 1  the  increase  in  population  each 
year  was  around  800,  i,e.  ,  more  than  twice  that  of  previous 
years. 


The  birth  rate  continued  its  upward  trendo 

In  I960  and  1 96 1  the  death  rate  in  each  year  was  low0 

The  pattern  of  death  was  that  to  be  expected  in  an 
area  of  S.E.  England  well  provided  with  social  services. 

The  death  rate  from  cancer  of  the  lung  was  similar  to 
that  of  England  and  Wales  but  less  than  that  of  London. 

The  death  rate  from  coronary  disease  seemed  less  than 
that  of  England  and  Wales  or  London. 

Two  problem  deaths  of  infants  from  pneumonia  occurred 
in  I960. 

Measles  appeared  in  1 96 1  and  the  question  of  vaccination 
against  measles  is  discussed. 

Influenza  appeared  in  1961. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  gave  rates  which  gave  cause  for  satisfaction. 

Vaccination  of  infants  against  smallpox  gave  rates  -which 
also  gave  cause  for  satisfaction. 

The  subject  of  accidents  is  discussed. 

At  the  end  of  1961  the  number  of  known  unfit  houses 
needing  consideration  for  demolition  or  closure  was  not  large. 

In  I960  and  1 96 1  the  number  of  houses  improved  with  the 
aid  of  grants  was  38  and  26. 

In  I960  the  Council  made  their  first  Smoke  Control  Order. 

Visits  to  food  preparation  premises  by  the  Council’s 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  I960  and  1961  numbered  430  and  27 6.

INTRO¬ 

DUCTION 


As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each  year  it  is  the 
duty  of  a  medical  officer  of  health  to  make  to  the  local  authority 
a  report  for  that  year  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  sanitary 
administration,  vital  statistics  and  other  public  health  matters 
concerning  their  district®  It  has  again  been  expedient  to  provide 
a  report  covering  two  years  but  this  is  not  without  advantage  for 
a  small  population  such  as  ours  as  in  searching  for  the  direction  of 
trend  one  can  in  studying  two  years  more  easily  perceive  the 
distortions  of  chance® 

To  know  this  district  we  should  inform  ourselves  of  the  nature 
of  the  community  in  which  we  live®  We  should  know  the  hazards  and 
diseases  of  the  district  and  the  quality  of  shelter,  warmth,  water, 
drainage  and  air®  The  pattern  of  the  report  that  follows  provides 
a  table  of  social  conditions  to  give  a  glimpse  of  the  nature  of  our 
community;  then  follows  the  life  and  death  statistics  which  measure 
the  prospects  of  rearing  a  family,  the  disorders  of  life  and  the 
causes  of  death;  the  prevalence  of  certain  infectious  diseases  is 
then  given  together  with  approximate  measurements  of  our  immunity 
against  them. 

An  essential  part  of  physical  environment  is  provided  by  the 
houses  in  which  we  live  and  we  therefore  present  the  circumstances  ® 
of  our  housing  conditions.  Having  provided  houses  we  require  water 
for  the  occupants  and  this  district  not  only  contains  consumers  of 
water  but  is  a  gathering  ground  for  the  water  supplies  of  neigh¬ 
bouring  populations.  Having  led  the  water  to  the  houses  we  must 
drain  it  away  and  as  the  water  is  largely  used  as  a  means  of  carrying 
away  human  waste  which  can  be  prejudicial  to  health,  we  must  provide 
information  on  our  facilities  ana  arrangements  for  drainage  and 
disposal®  The  occupants  of  the  houses  then  require  the  air  they 
breathe  to  be  studied  and  the  food  they  eat  to  be  wholesome  and  so  we 
outline  the  measures  taken  towards  these  ends-. 
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Even  when  provided  with  good  shelter ,  a  safe  home,  wholesome  food 
and  clean  air*  life  is  not  at  its  best  when  shared  with  vermin0  We 
therefore  provide  a  page  on  those  verminous  conditions  of  which  we  are 
aware  o 

We  end  with  a  rudimentary  statement  on  certain  conditions  at  places 
of  worko 

POPULATION  The  upward  trend  of  the  population  appeared  to  receive  exceptional 
impetus  in  I960  and  1961  and  this  might  be  associated  with  the  large 
number  of  private  enterprise  houses  built  in  1959  and  the  accompanying 
immigration  of  young  people  into  these  houses. 

In  these  two  years  the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  i  ec  , 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  showed  a  marked  increase  over  previous 
years,  which  is  in  keeping  with  the  young  age  structure  of  our  population. 

Increases  in  the  population  are  due  to  the  natural  increase  and  to 


immigration  and  both  are  related  to  new  houses  built.  The  trend  in 
recent  years  is  illustrated  in  the  following  table  s-

BIRTHS  The  numbers  of  births  in  I960  and  1961  were  the  greatest  on  record 

Tables  I  although  little  greater  than  our  previous  peak  in  1947  when  the  number 
and  II  was  427»  Like  the  national  birth  rate,  the  rate  here  has  shown  an 

upward  trend  since  1955  and  this  trend  is  thought  to  be  due  to  earlier 
marriage,  reduced  interval  between  births  and  perhaps  the  desire  for 
larger  families.  All  perhaps  a  product  of  economic  prosperity.  It  may 
be  that  our  birth  rate  has  now  outstripped  the  national  birth  rate  owing 
to  the  influence  of  newcomers  to  an  urban  district  which  is  still 
expanding.  The  trend  since  1955  is  shown  by  the  following:

Whereas  the  death  rate  for  1961  in  England  and  Wales  went  up, 
that  for  Northfleet  came  down,. 

Sickness  benefit  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance 
showed  an  exceptional  period  of  increase  during  February  1961  when 
the  figures  for  benefit  more  than  trebled  with  the  appearance  of 
influenza.  For  this  reason  one  would  have  expected  an  unusually 
large  number  of  deaths  in  the  first  quarter  and  consequently  the 
deaths  for  1961  to  have  been  increased,  yet  although  this  occurred 
in  Dartford  Rural  District  and  to  some  extent  in  Dartford  Borough, 
it  did  not  occur  in  Northfleet,

As  in  former  years  the  percentage  of  deaths  of  Northfleet 
residents  occurring  in  hospital  was  appreciably  less  than  in  Dartford 
or  Dartford  Town,  which  suggests  that  the  use  of  social  services 
still  seems  to  be  influenced  by  distance  or  by  local  custom.  It 
may  indicate  more  neighbourliness. 

The  proportions  of  the  main  causes  of  death  are  much  the  same  as 
in  England  and  ’Wales,  i.  e,  very  roughly  one  third  due  to  circulatory 
disease  and  one  sixth  to  cancer,  one  sixth  to  strokes,  one  sixth  to 
lung  disease  and  one  sixth  to  the  remainder c. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  disease  in  the  years  1959 
to  1961  were  32,  22  and  22  respectively.  There  were  2  deaths 
assigned  to  influenza  in  1959  and  one  in  1961, 

In  the  years  1959»  I960  and  1961  deaths  from  this  cause  were  44, 
45  and  41  respectively,  the  death  rate  in  1 96 1  being  1 « 83  compared 
with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  2,2,

The  total  cancer  deaths  during  these  years  was  209  thus  the 
percentage  borne  by  cancer  of  the  lung  was  2 3%*  The  percentage 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1961  was  also  23%. 

Although  only  a  rare  cause  of  cancer  death  this  disease  has 
drawn  public  attention.  Deaths  from  1957  to  1961  have  been  1,  1, 
0,  3,  1. 

Deaths  from  this  causf  in  the  last  4  years  have  been  95  ,  63  > 
72  and  59,  a  total  of  289,  which,  related  to  838  deaths  in  this 
period,  gives  a  percentage  of  36%.  The  England  and  Wales 
percentage  for  1961  was  37%-

Virus  Infections 

This  disease  appeared  in  early  1961  according  to  the  biennial 
pattern-  Four  hundred  cases  were  notified  with  no  deaths.. 

The  best  way  of  obtaining  immunity  to  measles  is  to  be  infected 
during  school  life  in  the  summer  when  the  body  is  robust  and  the 
lungs  are  less  exposed  to  other  infection0  However,  postponing  the 
disease  until  school  life  is  probably  the  privilege  of  the  eldest 
child  of  each  family  as  amongst  other  sources  of  infection  the 
younger  ones  have  the  disease  brought  home  to  them  from  school© 

The  following  table  suggests  that  the  chances  of  getting  measles 
before  school  life  compared  with  during  school  life  are  even.,  Howev 
two  tables  would  be  of  more  interest,  one  for  the  eldest  children  of 
families  and  one  for  subsequent  children©

Bearing  in  mind  that  some  notifications  are  received  late  the 
last  table  suggests  that  in  Northfleet  the  chances  of  measles 
occurring  in  the  warmer  months  vary  but  are  somewhat  more  than  even* 
Thus  the  chances  of  getting  measles  both  in  school  life  and  in  the 
warmer  months  of  the  year  are  about  1  in  3° 

The  availability  of  a  vaccine  against  measles  as  a  means  of 
obtaining  immunity  is  of  interest,,  During  the  1961  outbreak  a 
vaccine  prepared  from  living  but  tame  measles  virus  was  used  in  a 
controlled  trial  in  a  nearby  area0  (B*M„J»  5°1°6s)0  The  vaccine 
gave  complete  protection  to  the  disease  but  three  quarters  of  the 
vaccinated  children  had  fever  and  rash  after  vaccination  and  one 
fifth  of  the  children  had  a  more  severe  reaction*  These  cases 
resulting  from  vaccination  were  not  infectious,, 

It  seems  necessary  to  wait  for  the  virus  to  undergo  further 
taming  before  immunization  against  measles  by  a  live  vaccine  becomes 
practicable,, 

I960  was  singularly  free  from  influenza  but  in  1961  the  disease 
appeared  in  the  first  quarter  as  mentioned  above*  The  virus  was 
A* 2  i„e*  the  Asian  virus  of  1957°  The  influenza  of  1961  had 
seemingly  little  effect  on  the  pattern  of  death  here  and  only  one 
death  was  assigned  precisely  to  the  disease* 

At  GCffo  the  percentage  of  1 96 1  births  vaccinated  at  the  age  of 
under  one  year  compared  favourably  with  the  percentage  for  England 
and  Wales*  Re -vaccination  in  school  life  remains  at  a  negligible 
percentage* 

One  smallpox  contact  was  under  observation  during  1 96 1 « 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  I960  or  1961,  the  last 
year  when  the  disease  appeared  in  Northfleet  was  1957  when  we  had  2 
cases*  Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  in  this  district  produced  at  the  end  of  1 96 1  a  percentage 
of  about  82fo  of  all  school  children  who  had  had  3  injections  and 
69 %  of  primary  school  children  who  had  had  4  injections*  These 
figures  give  good  cause  for  satisfaction* 

Returns  from  the  schools  showed  that  this  disease  was  unusually 
prevalent  in  the  first  quarter*

The  last  year  in  which  diphtheria  occurred  in  this  district 
was  I9480  In  1961  diphtheria  did  occur  in  certain  Metropolitan 
Boroughs  and  both  the  virulent  and  the  mild  strains  of  organisms 
were  responsible.. 

The  infant  vaccination  rate  continued  its  upward  trend  and 
the  rate  gives  good  cause  for  satisfaction.  The  percentage  of 
children  with  immunity  to  the  disease  through  vaccination  in  the 
last  5  years  is  estimated  to  be  little  over  50%  which  is  not  quite 
as  high  as  is  desirable* 

The  vaccination  rate  against  this  disease  is  high,  79%  of 
those  born  in  I960  being  vaccinated  by  the  end  of  1961*. 

In  I960  a  10  month  old  child  was  admitted  to  hospital  with 
enteritis  and  his  death  5  days  after  the  onset  of  the  disease  is 
mentioned  above.  The  infecting  organism  was  not  ascertained* 

A  20  month  old  child  was  admitted  to  hospital  with  fits  and  found 
to  be  infected  with  the  organism  of  some  dysentery.  She  recovered. 
Samples  from  the  parents  were  negative. 

In  1961  there  were  two  cases  of  dysentery  notified  from  the  same 
family.  The  infecting  organism  was  sh.  sonnei,  colicine  type  0* 

In  September  I960  there  was  an  incident  in  which  50  school 
children  attending  a  County  Primary  school  were  subject  to 
vomittingo  Stool  specimens  were  obtained  from  22  of  these  children 
and  from  4  members  of  one  family  by  the  Council’s  Public  Health 
Inspectors  but  no  disease-bearing  organisms  were  isolated*  Possibly 
this  incident  may  have  been  due  to  the  virus  of  "epidemic  vomiting. " 
The  school  meal  was  not  a  common  factor.  These  cases  were  not 
statutorily  notified. 

In  August  1961  one  case  became  known  too  late  for  the  infecting 
organism  to  be  found. 

In  1961  five  Kent  Education  Committee  staff  who  had  had  alimen¬ 
tary  upset  and  were  associated  with  a  canteen  here,  provided  speci¬ 
mens  for  examination  but  all  were  negative.  Also,  specimens  were 
obtained  by  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors  from  two  Secondary 
School  children  who  had  incurred  alimentary  upset  associated  with  a 
school  in  another  area  but  the  results  were  negative,, 

The  public  health  details  of  the  notifications  are  given  in 
the  tables. 
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ACCIDENTS 

In  1961  the  Home  Safety  Act  cleared  up  the  administrative  position 
and  enabled  District  Councils  to  promote  safety  in  the  home  and  to  make 
contributions  to  voluntary  organisations  for  this  work®  Up  to  the  end 
of  1961  however  the  responsibility  for  this  work  had  not  been  placed  on 
any  Committee  here0  No  request  had  therefore  been  addressed  to  the 
hospitals  for  the  provision  of  details  regarding  admissions  to  hospitals 
through  accidents  in  the  home  and  I  have  therefore  no  information  on  the 
casualties  from  this  cause  other  than  that  given  above  as  deaths  due  to 
"other  accidents®" 

Deaths  of  residents  from  this  cause  given  above  are  not  more  than 
one  might  expect  from  a  population  of  this  size®  This ,  however $  is 
only  a  fragment  of  the  picture  seen  from  the  death  returns  which  come  to 
the  offices  of  the  local  authorities  I  serve  which  also  relate  to  persons 
living  elsewhere  but  killed  in  these  districts  through  which  two  trunk 
roads  carry  heavy  traffic  to  the  coast®  In  the  neighbouring  Rural 
District  the  total  number  of  casualties  in  1961  was  greater  than  in  any 
other  local  authority  district  in  Kent®  The  following  are  taken  from 
the  Chief  Constable’s  report  for  1 96 1 :

In  an  American  survey  L$q  of  the  drivers  involved  in  fatal  accidents 
were  found  to  have  been  asleep  or  fatigued®  (Accident  Facts,  1959o 
Chicago)®  In  this  connection  there  are  certain  matters  regarding  the 
working  of  the  human  body  with  which  a  driver  might  be  better  acquainted, 
namely: 

1®  A  full  stomach  demands  blood  to  be  diverted  to  it  and  such  blood 
will  be  diverted  from  the  brain  with  a  consequent  state  of  drowsiness® 

An  excess  of  fluid  whether  it  be  beer,,  tea  or  milk,  will  have  this 
effect  as  well  as  solid  food® 

2®  Alcohol  in  any  quantity  wrorth  taking  interferes  with  the 
perception  of  the  driver® 

3®  Alcohol  is  absorbed  in  the  small  intestine  and  the  valve  inlet 
thereto  from  the  stomach  can  be  adjusted  to  give  a  smaller  jet®  Food 
in  the  stomach  can  do  this  and  will  thereby  prolong  absorption  and 
lower  the  peak  concentration  in  the  blood® 

4°  Strong  coffee  and  tea  are  stimulants  which  keep  the  brain  alert® 
One  large  cup  only  is  the  dose®  See  para®1® 

There  seems  to  me  to  be  a  need  for  the  recognition  of  a  drivers' 
diet®  Frequent,  light,  easily  digested  small  meals  with  one 
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concentrated  stimulating  drink  should  be  available  to  drivers  as  a  road 
amenity*  A  related  problem  is  the  provision  of  sanitary  facilities  at 
lay-bys  which  is  a  responsibility  of  the  local  public  health  authorities. 

On  the  railways  where  one  is  not  driving  there  are  facilities  for 
refreshment  and  yet  on  the  trunk  roads  where  crowds  drive  themselves , 
facilities  for  suitable  refreshments  are  insufficient.  This  is  a  matter 
which  perhaps  should  not  be  left  entirely  to  private  enterprise  and  should 
be  regarded  as  one  of  the  provisions  catered  for  in  road  planning,. 

In  the  information  put  before  the  public  in  regard  to  accidents  in  the 
home  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  fact  that  death  returns  show  that  more 
lives  are  lost  through  accidents  in  the  home  than  through  motor  vehicle 

accident s» 

It  must  however  be  remembered  that  a  high  proportion  )f  deaths  through 
accidents  in  the  home  occur  amongst  the  aged  whereas  motor  vehicle  accidents 
include  a  high  proportion  of  deaths  amongst  the  young  section  of  the 
population,,  When  years  of  "life  lost"  is  used  to  measure  this  misfortune 
a  different  picture  is  obtained. 

There  is  a  method  in  the  use  of  death  records  which  gives  the  years 
of  "working  life"  lost  and  the  years  of  "total  life"  lost  for  any  cause  of 
death.  "Working  life"  is  taken  as  life  from  the  age  of  15  to  64*  "Total 
life"  is  taken  as  all  the  years  up  to  the  age  of  85 * 

The  Registrar  General  has  provided  the  relevant  calculations  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1961  and  they  are  given  in  the  table  below.

Thus  the  deaths  from  home  accidents  are  more  than  from  motor  vehicle 
accidents  for  females  but  not  for  males0  The  "working  life"  lost  is  less 


for  home  accidents  than  for  motor  vehicle  accidents  for  both  sexes  and 
"total  life"  lost  is  less  for  males  but  not  for  females. 
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No  deaths  to  residents  of  Northfleet  due  to  accidents  in  industry 
occurred  in  I960  but  as  stated  above  there  were  two  in  1961.  We  have 
no  arrangements  with  the  hospitals  for  numerical  details  of  admissions 
on  account  of  industrial  injury o  Prevention  of  these  accidents  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  the  subject  is  closely 
studied  by  H.  M.  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories.  His  detailed  and  in¬ 
formative  annual  report  for  1961  includes  accident  frequency  rates 
compiled  from  returns  made  voluntarily  by  the  larger  factories 
specially  interested  in  safety  matters  and  from  which  the  following  is

In  their  Annual  Report  for  1961  the  Accident  Prevention  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Cement  Makers*  Federation  were  able  to  say  that  over 
the  period  of  12  years  since  1950  there  had  been  a  reduction  of  6l#c 
in  the  total  number  of  accidents  in  that  industry. 

There  is  an  Industrial  Accident  Prevention  Group  which  works  to 
reduce  the  toll  of  industrial  accidents  in  the  Thames-side  area. 

In  this  technical  age  accidents  are  a  growing  problem  and  efforts 
to  limit  accidents  seemingly  need  to  be  increasedo  The  task  of 
prevention  includes  the  study  of  the  technicalities  of  the  risk  and 
then  making  the  persons  at  risk  aware  of  the  hazards  involved  so  that 
they  will  adapt  their  practices  accordingly0  The  accidents  which  do 
happen  will  then  be  the  product  of  risks  justifiably  taken. 

Accident  prevention  in  industry  is  seemingly  organised  and 
equipped  with  the  relevant  technical  knowledge  including  that  of  first 
aid*  Prevention  of  accidents  elsewhere  lacks  this  close  organisation, 
the  persons  at  risk  in  the  home  are  the  infirm  and  are  unalert  and  the 
persons  at  risk  on  the  road  are  hardly  accessible0 

If  the  responsibility  for  safety  is  to  be  accepted  locally  it 
might  be  advantageous  to  administer  this  in  larger  areas  than  those 
of  separate  local  authorities  and  then  safety  in  the  home,  on  the  road 
and  at  work  could  be  the  subject  of  one  organisation  endowed  with  wide 
technical  knowledge.  Industrial  safety  appears  to  be  well  organised 
and  safety  elsewhere  perhaps  would  benefit  by  its  administration  being 
blended  with  that  of  industry.  Safety  Committees  would  then  have 
their  members  equipped  with  technical  knowledge,  would  be  nominated

and  would  have  the  benefit  of  occupational  experience  and  habits  of 
mathematical  .reasoning*, 

As  an  assessment  of  the  present  public  awareness  of  its  own 
responsibility  for  safety  of  life  and  Inrib ,  notice  the  infants  on 
the  laps  of  mothers  on  the  front  passenger  seats  of  cars  or  examine 
the  switch  wiring  of  electric  blanket So  Accident  prevention  seems 

to  need  more  than  leaflets  and  posters,, 


The  previous  features  of  this  report  are  related  to  the  duty  of 
informing  ourselves  about  health  conditions  in  this  district  and  apart 
from  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  this  information  is  not 
related  to  an  executive  responsibility,,  In  the  main  the  executive  piblic 
health  function  of  the  District  Council  consists  of  improving  environmental 
conditions  and  is  a  continuation  of  the  public  health  activities  which 
began  before  the  scientific  advances  at  the  end  of  last  century,,  This 
task,  which  began  with  the  slum  conditions  created  by  the  rapid  unplanned 
town  development  after  the  Napoleonic  wars,  was  and  still  is  guided  by 
conjecture  9  intuition  and  a  sort  of  know-how  based  on  experience,.  In  the 
days  of  excessive  preventable  disease  the  benefits  of  this  work  were 
clearer  than  they  are  today  arid  with  the  improvement  of  living  conditions, 
how  much  of  our  former  enpirical  reasoning  is  applicable  to  present-day 
practice  seems  to  be  becoming  obscure *  Now  that  rickets  is  gone  and  that 

tuberculosis  and  other  diseases  are  coming  under  the  control  of  drugs,  it 
is  difficult  to  know  how  dark,  damp  and  ill-ventilated  a  house  can  be 
before  it  should  be  regarded  as  detrimental  to  health  and  to  know  which 
groups  of  people  are  at  most  riske 

Blended  now  with  the  motive  to  improve  the  health  of  the  comnunity 
is  another  motive,  namely,  a  desire  for  everyone  to  have  a  minimum  of  the 
amenities  of  life  and  at  times  we  would  do  well  to  ask  ourselves  whether 
our  actions  are  being  done  in  the  cause  of  public  health  or  in  the  cause 
of  amenity* 

Usually  when  we  improve  amenity  we  also  improve  public  health 
conditions  but  it  is  not  always  so.  When  the  standard  of  houses  built 
is  improved,  fewer  houses  are  built  and  the  solution  of  the  problem  of 
shared  accommodation,  the  greatest  housing  adversity  today,  is  postponed. 
Soft  water  is  an  asset  but  it  is  associated  with  a  greater  incidence  of 
circulatory  disease*  The  water  closet,  essential  in  our  towns,  pollutes 
our  rivers  instead  of  fertilising  our  soil.  Before  the  days  of 
vaccination  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  was  associated  with  a  high  risk 
of  adult  poliomyelitis* 


The  details  of  the  work  done  to  improve  the  housing  conditions  of 
the  to wn  are  given  in  the  appendices  to  this  report  and  cannot  easily  be 
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summarised  here,  The  waiting  list  shows  little  change  but  there  has  been 
worth  while  progress  in  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses,  the  improvement 
of  old  houses  and  in  preliminary  steps  for  redevelopment  of  one  area  of  the 
town.  There  are  now  few  houses  waiting  for  action  towards  demolition  or 
closure.  However  the  problem  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  is  making 
its  appearance  and  needs  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

As  all  the  houses  in  Northfleet  have  an  internal  piped  supply  from 
the  mains  of  the  Medway  Water  Boards  water  presents  few  health  problems 
here.  Perhaps  a  point  worth  noting  is  the  fact  that  the  raw  water  from 
the  Northfleet  Pumping  Station  occasionally  shows  a  trace  of  evidence  of 
pollution  (E.  coli  type  I)  but  this  is  not  uncommon  in  raw  water  and  of 
course  is  adequately  dealt  with  by  subsequent  sterilisation. 

Our  water  is  deficient  in  fluorine  and  is  therefore  of  a  quality 
associated  with  the  higher  rates  of  tooth  decay. 

The  fact  of  biological  interest  in  the  information  given  in  the 
appendix  is  that  numerous  cesspools  never  require  emptying.  As  this  area 
is  a  catchment  area  for  well-water  supplies,  this  is  a  feature  which 
requires  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

The  contents  of  those  cesspools  which  do  require  emptying  are  put  in¬ 
to  the  sewer  and  it  is  of  interest  to  see  that  this  material  which  has 
undergone  a  type  of  fermentation  not  welcomed  by  sewage  works  has  never¬ 
theless  not  prevented  our  sewage  works  from  acchieving  a  satisfactory 
effluent. 

The  details  are  in  the  appendix  and  cannot  be  summarised  here. 
Measurements  of  deposited  and  suspended  material  in  the  air  and  also 
the  measurements  of  the  gaseous  pollution  by  burnt  sulphur  from  fuels  are 
given  in  the  reports  of  the  Thames-side  Joint  Committee  to  whom  the 
measurements  made  in  this  Council5  s  area  are  sent.  Pollution  is  best 
studied  over  an  area  larger  that  Northfleet, 

In  I960  the  Council  made  the  first  Smoke  Control  Order  relating  to 
900  houses  in  the  Coldharbour  Road  and  Painters  Ash  Estates,  It  came 
into  operation  in  October  1961, 

A  curiosity  was  the  invasion  of  certain  houses  by  maggots,  following 
heavy  rainfall. 

There  are  few  outworkers  in  this  district  and  all  the  homes  are 
inspected  by  the  Council9  s  Public  Health  Inspectors.  This  seems  a  rather 
obsolete  practice.  The  homes  concerned  are  usually  the  well-ordered  type 
of  home  where  the  outwork  being  done  is  a  manifestation  of  thrift  and  a 
standard  of  housekeeping  that  need  be  of  no  public  health  concern. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

In  1961  the  Council  began  the  distribution  of "Better  Health."  One  talk 
was  given  from  this  Department  to  the  Old  People's  Welfare  Annual  General 
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Meeting  and  the  following  lectures  were  given  by  the  Health  Education
